RESOLUTION OF CENSURE REFERRED

Vulgar Joe Cannon Speaks—Tom Feed’s 
Coarseness—The Ohie Gerrymander— 
The Probable Adjournment. 


WasHtncToN, September 16.—[Special.]— 
It was a very tame display of pyrotechnics in 
the house today. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, who had yes- 
terday advocated the pussage ef the Enloe res- 
glution notifying the senate that the house‘‘rep- 
robuted and condemned” the language of Mr. 
Kennedy in his attack upon the senate and 
individual senators, came to the front this 
morning with a resolution to refer the whole 
matter to the judiciary committee, with in- 
structions to report back within three days. 
Ho said it was well understood that the house 
would take action of disapproval upon-the 
speech, and strike at least a part of it from 
the permanent records. He thought it should 
go toa committee to strike out that part which 
should not be printed, as it was not fair to 
strike out all the gentleman’s speech. 

This provoked considerable discussion, but 
was finally decided upon by a strictly party 
vote. Indeed, all the way through, while the 
republicans saw that something must be done, 
they showed their determination to, Jet Bob 
Kennedy down as light as possible. Knowing 
that this action would be taken, Reed ruled 
this morning that Mr. Enloe’s resolution was 
in order. The discussion over the matter 
Jasted an hour, and was quite lively at times, 
but there was nothing of a lurid nature, and 
strange to relate, the lie was not passed a 
single time, nor was there a fistic encounter. 
There was a little parleying between Mr. 
Enloe and Vulgar Joe Cannon, in which Mr. 
Enloe prodded the vulgar man about the 
speech which earned for him his title, but as 
thatis a very sore point with Cannon, he 
dodged and silenced. . 

The judiciary committee will prohably re 
port back to the house on Thursday, and then 
the chances are that the debate will be quite 
lively. Bob Kennedy will then have the 
opportunity he wants to make his speech, ip 
which he will incorporate the letters of com- 
mendation he has received from republicans 
in all parts of the country. Thatis, unless he 
flanks again. Inthe meantime, Boss Quay 
will probably remain silent, as he cannot deny. 
Quay’s silence under these charges, now that 
they come from a republican source, have 
caused Quay stoek to fall very rapidly, and 
the chances now are that unless he speaks out 
in strong language, the republican boss 
will soon fall from his high seat of power. 

DUDLBY IS OUT. 

The black Dudley will never be the post- 
master at Americus. Senator Sawyer, chair- 
man of the senate committee on postoffices, 
said today that his committee had decided not 
to confirm him, and he believed the nomina- 
tion would be withdrawn at the end. of the 
present session, and another postmaster ap- 
pointed. Mr. Wanamaker has already called 
on Boss Buck to suggest another man to fill the 
place. The senate has not been in executive 
session this week, and consequently Denning 
has not been confirmed as postmaster at Au- 
gusta. However, there will probably be an 
executive session tomorrow, and then Den- 
ning will be confirmed. Senator Colquitt has 
made a splendid fight against both these men, 
for which he deservescommendation. He has 
not only killed off the Dudley appointment, 
but he has delayed for months the Augusta 
matter, and retained a democratic postmaster 
eighteen months overtime. 

TOM REED’S COARSENESS. 

Speaker Tom Reed gotin one of his most 
sarcastic remarks upon the democrats this 
morning. Reed had recognized some one to 
ask unanimous consent to pass a private bill, 
when Mr. Enloe rose and said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I thoughtI was at the head 
ofthe democrats on your list,’’ meaning the 
list of names to be recognized for unanimous 
consent. 

Reed quickly replied: 

“The speaker was not aware that the demo- 
cratic side had a head,’’ which the democrats 
smiled at and the republicans applauded. 

THE OHIO GERRYMANDER. 

Congressman Boothman, of Ohio, today in- 
troduced the expected joint resolution pre- 
pared by Senator Grosvenor, to set aside the 
recent gerrymandering of the Ohio congres- 
sional districts by the democratic legislature, 
and providing for the election of members of 
the next house from the old districts. In his 
preamble he states that the act of the Ohio 
legislature is unconstitutional on account of 
the omission of a part of Hamilton county 
from any district. Mr. Boothman says he will 
push the resolution to passage, and in his 
determination he is backed by Reed, Cannon 
and McKinley, but it is too late now to make 
such a gigantic steal as is contemplated by the 
resolution, and the chances are alter a short 
fightit will go down toits doom, The same 
érrer was made by the republicans when they 
tedistricted the state, and the passage of the 
resolution would injure the republicans in 
other sections. It is too partisan on its face, 
ind with determined democratic opposition 
‘here is no chance of its passage. 

THE EXTRA SESSION TALK. 

There is considerable talk here at present 
about the president calling an extra session of 
‘congress in October or November. However, 
the'leading republicans do not want it, and 
they say the president will consider the fatal- 
ity that attended the extra session called by 
his grandfather, and will allow congress to 
meet at the regular time in December. It is 
the force bill men who want the extra session, 
to make sure of passing that infargous meas- 
ure. But they will not get it. Indeed, the 
latter is not even seriously considered by the 
leaders, 

ADJOURNMENT MAY COME NEXT WEEK. 

Major McKinley said to-night thaf the con- 
ference committee on the tariff bill would 
Probably report back this week, and he thought 
the tariff bill would be ready for the president’s 
Signature by Monday. He did not anticipate 
#ny trouble in reaching an agreement between 
the conferees of the two houses. Heexpressed 
the opinion that it would be impossible to hold 
# quorum here after the tariff was disposed of, 
and that an adjournment would be had the 
latter part of next week. 

All the pending Georgia bridge bills passed 
the house today. Among them are bills for 
bridges across the Chattahoochee and Oconee 
rivers, by the Savannah, Americus and Mont- 
Zomery railroad.

THEY CUEER FOR CLEVELAND. © 


Proceedings of the Connecticut State Dem- 
ocratic Convention. 

HArtTKORP, Conn., hbepteinber 16.—The 
democratic state convention met here today, 
ex-Senator Laton permanent chairman. The 
following ticket was nominated: Governor, 
Luzon B. Morris; lieutenant governor, Joseph 
WwW. Alsop, Middletown; secretary of state, J. 
J. Phelan, Bridgeport; treasurer, Marvin H. 
Sanger, Canterbury; comptroller, Nicholas 
Staub, New Miiford. 

Congressman Wilcox was temporary chair- 
man. In his address on taking the chair, he 
referred several times to ex-President Cleve- 
land. Six years ago, he said, this party se- 
lected as its candidate for president one of the 
purest and ablest men that ever occupied the 
white house—Grover Cleveland. This mention 
of Cleveland’s name called forth great ap- 
plause. The speaker continued to speak in 


j eulogistic terms of the ex-president, and was 


frequently interrupted by applause, which was 
particularly vigorous when his tariff policy 
was referred to. “Though defeated,’’ he said, 
‘“‘he is not dishonored, and the people look to 
him as their champiou and leader.’ Farther 
on in his speech Mr. Wilcox said: ‘No one 
but President Harrison could have made 
Hayes’s administration respectable. He 
closed by predicting democratic success: in 
Conneoticut this fall. The platform says: 

The democratic party of Connecticut reaflirms 
its adherence to the platform adopted by the na- 
tional democratic convention of 1888" and con- 
deimns the republican party for its attitude upon 
great questions Affecting the welfare of the peo- 
ple. as a revival of the most odious doctrines of 
that federalism which has ever sought to establish 
in this country an aristocracy of wealth and des- 
potism of legislation. 

We declare for such a revision of the tariff as shall 
admit crude materials of manufacture free and 
lighten the burdens upon the necessaries of life. 
This is true protection forthe manufacturer, the 
laborer and the farmer. We charge the de- 
cline of over one-half in farm values in 
Connecticut to the prevailing republican 
tariff policy. We defonunce the _ radicall 
unjust and panic-breeding McKinley bill, whic 
will increase the cost of living and reduce the cost 
of luxuries. 

It is the most outrageous measure of taxation 
ever prepared in an American congress. We ac- 
cept James G. Blaine’s interpretation of it as in- 
famous. We denounce the un-American and ty- 
rannical policy of Speaker Reed and the majority 
of the house, which deprives the house of its de- 
liberative character, arrogantly disregarding the 
a of the minority, and establishing a system 
of central power. 

We favor a liberal pension policy toward all 
so.\diers and sailors who were disabled in the 
service, and to their widows and dependent 
children, at the same time insisting that the 
treasury shall not be depleted for the benefit of 
bounty jumpers, deserters and impostors. 

We denounce the federal elections or force bill, 
now pending in congress, as the most dangerous 
and revolutionary meagure yer devised ta thwart 
tie wil Of the people and subvert our popular 
form of govermment—as a measure begotten in 
partisan desperation to perpetuate the power of 
the republican party. It is un-American in that 
it doubts the capacity of our people for self- 
government. 

We also reiterate our devotion to the principles 
of the state democracy, as set forth in the state 
platform of 1888. We declare for an amendment 
to the state constitution providing for the elec- 
tion of all state officers by a plurality vote. All 
unnecessary interference with personal liberty by 
means of sumptuary enactments, we oppose as 
contrary to the spirit of our free institutions, and 
we demand that county commissioners be elected 
hy the people, and the present unjust, arbitrary. 
partisanand undemocratic method of appoint- 
ment be repeaied, We regard the 
secret ballot law enacted by the last 
general assembly, in response to repeated 
demands of the democratic party, as ajstep in the 
right direction, and we tavor such amendments 
thereto as will render compulsory secrecy abso- 
lute for the suppression of bribery and intimida- 
tion, and will prevent such attempted evasions of 
the same as were practiced by a high authority at 
the last election inthe city of Hartford. 

We favor legislation to protect the people from 
adulterated food products,and we demand that 
such laws shall be executed by officials who are in 
sympathy with them, and not political benefici- 
aries. 

Weinvite the voters of the state to co-operate 
with usin this campaign to reduce the spread of 
centralizing ideas and re-enthrone the will of the 


people. 


MONTANA DEMOCRATS. 


Meeting of the State Convention at Helena. 
The Platform Adopted, 

He tena, Mont., September 16.—The demo- 
cratic state convention yesterday nominated 
Judge A. A. Dixon for congress. There were 
no state officers to be nominated. The com- 
mittee on platform did not report until very 
late. It is deyoted in a large part to the 
elimination of the vote in precinet 34 of 174 
votes of last year, and calls upon the good 
people of both parties to rebuke that elimina- 
tion by their votes this year. It advocates the 
free coinage of silver; the reduction of Indian 
reservations; the passage of laws preventing 
the acquirement of mineral lands by land 
grant railroads; condemns the McKinley and 
force bills: calls on congress for a reduction of 
the revenue; the administrations of President 
Cleveland and Governor Toole are com- 
mended, and the contest of Martin Maginnis 
and W. A. Clark before the United States 
senate is endorsed. The reference to Mr. 
Cleveland was received with great applause.

Today had been set apart for them to mess 
in public debate in this city, and they were all 
here, loaded for bear. 

Major D. R. Duncan and Dr. R. M. Smith 
are natives of this county. Of the other three, 
Colonel I. G. McKissick is from Union, Cap- 
tain G. W. Shell from Laurens, and Dr. 
Mauldin from Greenville. The three last- 
named gentlemen came in yesterday, and since’ 
then have been closeted pretty much all the 
time with their prominent supporters. 

An incident of the race which is especially 
interesting is that two of the most prominent 
figures.in the late farmers’ movement are can- 
didates. At one time it looked as if these two 
gentlemen were on the verge of revealing all 
the secrets of the late Tillman campaign. 

THE DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

Dr. R. M. Smith claimed that in the divis. 
ion of the spoils, he was allotted the con- 
gressional nomination from this district, and 
Captain Shell, author of the much-talked-of: 
manifesto, was to be rewarded with the secre- 
tary-of-stateship. These things having been 
settled and agreed upon by the caucus which 
arranged the Tillman campaign, Captain 
Shell says if Dr. Smith says these things he 
says what is not so. Dr. Smith modifies 
somewhathis statements, butsticks to the sub- 
stance of them, but they have been calling each 
other some pretty hard namesin a Pickwickian 
sense. Aseachis a prominent and popular 
Tillmanite, the farmer vote will be split. All 
of this took place some time since, and it was 
anticipated that today’s meeting would be_ big 


with new aevelopments. 


The other candidates are overjoyed at the 
condition of affairs, and expect to reap a rich 
harvest of votes in consequence of the quarrel. 
But the result of today’s meeting has hardly 
justified the expectations concerning an open 
rupture between Smith and Shell. Their 
private differences were forgotten in the 
effort of each to deal with the public question 
under discusion. 

When the meeting was first called to order 
by Dr. Smith, there were a few rambling 
cheers for him, but the majority of the audi- 
ence present were evidently there as the par- 
tisans of no one. They had come to listen 
earnestly and judge of the candidates on their 
respective merits. The meeting took place in 
the courthouse, where were assembled six 
hundred or more men, most of them the higher 
class of farmers. 

CAPTAIN SHELL LEADS OFF. 

The first speaker introduced was Captain G. 
W. Shell, of Laurens. He began by 
assuring the atidience that there was 
something wrong with the government in 
which, after twenty years of unexampled in- 
dustry, the farmer found himself growing 
poorer and poorer from one end of the land to 
the other. Manufacturers and followers of 
trades were accumulating vast wealth. Every- 
body and everything was prosperiug except 
the farmer and his interests. He knew that 
captious crossroad critics said it was because 
the farmer was idle and extravagant, butsuch 
an assertion was the basest lie ever perpe- 
trated. There had been, and was still being 
made, an effort to excite prejudicc against 
him (Shell) by accusing him of -slandering the 
state officers of South Carolina. Asthe author 
of the Shell manifesto, he stood before his fel- 
low countrymen and challenged them to prove 
it. There was not one word in that manifesto 
which charged dishonesty or corruption. He 
was in favor of a more equal distribution of 
the school fund. The South Carolina Uni- 
versity should not have so much, and the 
farmers, through their agricultural colleges 
and the public schools, should have more of 
it. He was in favor of free coinage 
or any measure that would put more 
money into the country. He was opposed first, 
last and all the time to the internal revenue 
laws. In speaking of the subtreasury plan, he 
said he would endorse that or any other bill to 
cheapen money, but asit came to the people 
he could not give it his support. It proposed 
to have all the officers connected with it ap- 
poigted by the United States government, 
which meant no more nor less than that South 
Carolina should be overrun by @ herd of re- 
publicans and negroes, who would re-enact the 
outrages of twenty years ago—outrages greater 
than any other people under the sun had ever 
had to endure. 

DR. SMITH FOLLOWS. 

The next speaker was Dr. R. M. Smith. He 
said he would open his remarks by giving a 
short history of the present monetary system 
of the country. He wasin favor of repealing 
the internal revenue laws, and he was willing 
to swallow the subtreasury schemein toto. Dr. 
Smith occupied nearly all of his time in defend- 
ing the subtreasury bill against the objections 
suggested by Captain Shell. His speech was 
short, and did not call forth the enthusiasm 
expected by his supporters. 

MR. MAULDIN ON THE STAND. 

W. L. Mauldin next made an address, in 
which he opposed the subtreasury bill, the 
national banking system, and advocated ab- 
solutely ffree coinage. His remarks were 
well received by the crowd, and he was fre- 
quently interrupted by loud applause. 

MAJOR D. R. DUNCAN’S STRIKE. 

The next speaker on the programme was 
Major D. R. Duncan. He was evidently the 
most popular man. with the people, as several 
attempts had been madéto cheer him during 
the other speeches, but when he ascended: the 
stand the enthusiastic reception awarded him 
put his great popularity beyond question.

THE REPUBLICANS SPLIT. 


They Acecuse Each Other of Being Bribe 
Takers. 


GREENVILLE, 8S. C., September 16.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The various factions of the g. o. p. in 
this state have divided, and split worse than the 
democrats seemed to.be, until the state nomi- 
nating convention at Columbia last week 
healed the breach andreconciled its factions. 

Determined to not be outdone by the demo- 
crats of the state, the republicans of this 
county held two county conventions on Satur- 
day last. Both claimed to be legal, and both 
elected delegates to the state and congressional 
conventions. The minority convention, com- 

osed of about one-third of the delegates, with 

. R. Speer, white, chairman, instructed their 
delegates to the state convention to support E. 
M. Brayton for chairman. The majority of 
the convention, headed by Tom Brier, colored, 
as chairman, instructed its delegates against 
Brayton. A lively time was had at both meet- 
ings. A number of the delegates accused each 
other openly of offering and receiving bribes 
for their votes and influence, which, by the 
way, seems to be their only incentive in Keep- 
ing the party together in this state. 


Four Tickets in Berkeley. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., September 16.—[{Spe- 
cial.]|—The republican convention in Berkeley 
county split today and two conventions were 
organized, representing Brayton and Miller, 
two republican candidates for congress in the 
seventh district. Berkeley is now the banner 
county of the state, having four separate polit- 
ical organizations—two democratic and two re- 
publican. The fight is going to be bitter. It 
is reported that the Braytonites will coalesce 
with one of the democratic, and the Millerites 
with the other democratic faction, between 
whom the fight is equally bitter. Both repub- 
lican conventions elected delegates to the state 
convention. The Millerites will support any- 
body for state chairman to beat Brayton.

It was conceded in advance of the 
action of that county that the result would deter- 
mine the political fate of either Judge Stewart or 
yourself. The line of policy pursued there was 
the same as that taken throughout the fifth con- 
gressional district, and I think I underetand what 
were the issues presented, and presume there 
can be no question about this fact, 
that the difference between you and Judge Stew- 
art was simply your respective positions on that 
measure known as the subtreasury bill. You fa- 
vored it, he opposed. Had there been no issue on 
that question between you, it is hardly to be sup- 


posed that you would have asked that he should - 


be left at home. Othe strength of your advo- 
cacy of that measure—a measure 80 wild and im- 
practicable—you caught the votes, and you were 
nominated. Iam not aware that your name was 
ever seriously spoken of asa probable candidate 
for congress till that issue was raised. It was the 
issue between you and Judge Stewart. 3 
Now, I see from the papers, you state that you 


will abide the action of the caucus of democratic 


congressmen. You make this statement know- 
ing that in the democratic delegation to congress 
there wil] not be a corporal’s guard favoring that 
measure. Of that corporal’s guard you will Le 
one, and perhaps you will be the corporal. But 
however that may be, it’s certain that the demo- 
cratic caucus will declare against the subtreasury 
bill; and you are aware of the fact that it will do 
s0,and you now admit to the world that you will 
abide said caucus. In other words, you will not 
favor it on the floor of congress, because to do so 
would be to violate your promise to abide the 
action of the caucus. 

In the canvass in the fourth district against the 
Hon. Thomas Grimes, in the seveuth against the 
Hon. Judson C. Clements, in the ninth against 
the Hon. Carter Tate, and in the tenth against the 
Hon. George T. Barnes, each and every one of 
these candidates was measured by the “yard 
stick,’ a term used toshow whether or not they 
favored or opposed the _ subtreasury lan, 
the slogan of war used by you in your opposition 
to the Hon. John D. Stewart in 
the fifth congressional district. Opposition 
has even been instituted against the rt A John 
B. Gordon for the senate because he will not agree 
to support a measure which he terms impracti- 
cable and undemocratic. Now,thereis one of two 
things staring you in the face. There has been a 
reversion of sentiment in regard to the subtreas- 
ury bill, and the people are beginning to realize 
the fact that it is not the proper measure 
to bring the needed relief to the agricultural 
classes, but that the reduction of the tariff, that 
grand old democratic measure, is the sesame that 
will open up to them a season of prosperity and 
plenty, or you were not honest in what you said 
when making the canvass,i.e.: The subtreasury 
bill with the subtreasury warehouses, was the way 
to rclieve the dear people of all their ills and 
woes. You stated, furthermore; that you would 
give them this relief, and in this manner. 

Certainly the same condition of affairs exists now 
that existed then; if you were right then,the same 
position would be nght now, and it would be your 
duty as the representative of a constituency who 
nominated you fora certain purpose, to use your 
best endeavors to carry out that specific purpose. 
Now, which is it? Were you wrong then by advo- 
cating a measure which you did not honestly be- 
lieve in, Or now bY agreving ty abide the -ocoucus 
on ameasure which you believe to be right, but 
which is against the ethics of the democratic 
party, and which they will condemn because it is 
class legislation? 

This being true, I wish to ask if, viewing the 
subject from the standpoint of common fairness, 
ought you not to resign your nominationand sub- 
mit your claims again to the ple, as a con- 


testant with Judge Stewart, or any one else who | 


might offer for the nomination, and frankly say 
to the people you are not at issue with those offer- 
ing on the subtreasury bill? In other words, 
having procured the nomination upon the idea of 
the subtreasury bill, and now virtually conceding 
that you will not support it, is it fair to hold to 
that nomination? isis a question that any of 
your constituents has a right to ask, and I will, 
therefore, be not considered as impertinent in 
propounding it to you. I apprehend no man will 
maintain that if one procures a thing under the 
promise of paying for it, and then decides that he 
will not pay for it, that he should be retained. It 
should be returned to those from whom it was 
obtained. 

Your announcement that you will abide the 
caucus is, under the existing facts, a virtual state - 
ment that you will not do what you promised to 
do, for youn well know that the caucus will close 
your mouth on the subtreasury bill. Now,I ask, 
ean you retainathing which you have obtained 
unfairly, or if obtained fairly, which you now de- 
sert because you wish to taste of the “flesh pots of 
Egypt?”’ FRANK FLYNT.

P. G. Reynolds Pleads His» Own Case In- 
effectually. 
MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., September 16.—[Spe- 
cial.}—P. G. Reynolds, the young negro law- 
yer who figured prominently among the col- 
ored legal talent of Atlanta and Rome last 
year, made his debut here yesterday in his 


own defense. ‘ 
His aspirations were dampened by 4 fine of 


$106. 

Reynolds is a peculiar character, and, by his 
fluency of speech, has succeeded in drawing 
about him a vast constituency of his people, 
who look up to him as the “lion of their 
tribe.’ He is a ready talker, and possesses an 
exhaustless supply of extravagance, which he 
throws out as oratory at every negro enter- 
tainment here, until a picnic, game of ball, a 
dance, or anything of the kind would be in- 
complete without an oration from “Colonel” 
Reynolds. He spent several years of his life 
as butler for the law firm of DuBignon & 
Whitfield, and in performing his duties about 
the office was thrown in contact with theirlaw 
books, which were devoured with keen relish. 
He has been a lawyer in name only until yes- 
terday. He was then brought before Judge 
Allen, on a charge of illegal voting 
in the last prohibition campaign, and 
his first remark to the __‘ court 
was to the effect that he would make his own 
defense. This decision was probably inspired 
by the fact that a good many cases were tried 
without finding any guilty. So he thought he 
needed no defense. After the state had made 
out its case and the solicitor had arraigned 
Reynolds before the jury, the culprit attorney 
stepped forward and began a recital of law 
terms, scripture and poetry, rising by degrees 
on the tide of eloquence until his voice was 
heard for blocks away. A good big crowd 
went to the courthouse to see who was making 
such a racket, and found“ Reynolds charging 
back and forth in front of the jury, actually 
paralyzing everything present. His maiden 
speech lasted about twenty minutes, and _ be- 
fore its echoes had died in théears of those 
present, the jury rendered a verdict of guilty, 
redueing his wealth by $106. This was the 
first effort ever made by a negro before a Bald- 
win county. jury, and it caused a world of 
merriment—not because it was the effort ofa 
negro, but because of a lack of confidence in 
the legal] ability of ‘‘Colonel’” Reynolds. 


THE NEGRO IS DEAD, 


And the Man Who Shot Him Is Behind 
Prison Bars. 


Rome, Ga., September 16.—[Special.]—The 
negro, Emory Johnson, who was shot out at the 
brickyards Saturday night, is dead. He died 
last night, and Wade Smith, the man who did 
the shooting, is behind prison bars. 

The coroner’s jury found a verdict of invol- 
untary manslaughter in the commission of an 
unlawful act. 

Smith it seems had been maligned by 
another man telling reports on him and he 
resented them. 

Smith shot at the fellow, but accidentaly 
hit Johnson and killed him. 


Negro Gamblers Arrested. 


ALBANY, Ga., September 16.—[Special.]— 
While a funeral was progressing on Sunday, 
Officer James slipped up on a party of negroes 
gambling near the cemetery. He st and 
watched them for fifteen or twenty minutes, 
when looking up, they spied him. The game 
came toasudden stop and, witha wild yell, the 
colored sports made a break for the surround- 
ing country, fleeing in every direction. Being 
beyond the city limits, the policeman could 
not arrest them, but he says their case will re- 
ceive the proper attention.

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PUBLICAN CANDIDATE, 


Hie Lays He Will Run if Supported by the 
Party—Fisher’s Chances Dead Against — 
Him—Republican Convention. 


The republicans of the fifth district have 
fixed their eyes on the congressional race. 

They will certainly have a man out against 
Colonel Livingston. : 

But who that man will beis not yet fully 
ined. 

It seems easy enough for them to talk about 
men at their conventions, but when these men 
are approached they either flatly decline to 
run, or else are lukewarm and indifferent. 

At the county republican convention on 
Monday last, held for the purpose of electing 
delegates to the congressional convention that 
is to meet on the 20th instant, the name of 
Figher, a negro republican of this city, was 
most talked of.as the probable candidate for 
congress under republican endorsement. 

But Fisher’s chances are so slim that many 
of his own race, even, will not support him 
for the office, and the prospects are ten to one 
that his name will not be urged before the 
nominating convention. 

McHenry, one of the negro republican lead- 
ers, said, while speaking of the candidacy of 
Fisher: 

“Tam in favor of Governor Bullock, if he 
will run, or anybody else that has good chances 
to beat the race, but I am opposed to putting 
up Fisher so long as I doubt his chances for 
suecess. We ought to put upa man that can 
make a decent race, and, whether he is beaten 
or not, it will tend to elevate the party.’’ 

IT WILL BE A WHITE MAN. 

The conclusion is easily drawn that the re- 
publicans will not waste much time consider 
ing the candidacy of a negro-aspirant. 

It must be a white man, and they will look 
for a strong one at that, so they say. 

The very latest in this line is that Colonel 
George S. Thomas will probably be the can- 
didate to get the endorsement of the republican 
convention. 

Colonel Thomas is the man who received the 
republican nomination in the last campaign, 
and who was led by the party to the slaughter 
pen. 

But he don’t mind trying his hand again. 

.When asked by a CONSTITUTION repre- 
sentative yesterday whether he was a candi- 
date for endorsement or not, he replied: 

“T am no aspirant, but if the party calls me, 
why I shall goand will wageas powerful a 
campaign as I amable todo. I will not suffer 
myself to be drawn into the race, however, 
unless the republicans pledge me, not only 
their united votes, but their enthusiastic co- 
operation, which means nothing more than 
their substantial aid. 

‘‘Now, in the last campaign they were luke- 
warm, and didn’t seem to care whether I was 
left or not.

This morning Mr. Branham and Mr. 
Beach were informed that Mayor Spears 
had charged the board with dealing un- 
fairly, and Mr. Beach with having manipu- 
lated the city council to prevent an injunc- 
tion being issued against the sale. Both 
gentiemen sought Mayor Spears with the 
intention of requesting him to reduce 
his charges and his grievances. 
He was not found, probably owing to a 
rain storm. Im the afternoon Mr. Beach 
met Mayor Spears on Newcastle street, in 
front of E. J. Allen’s jewelry store.

The national banking system may be a 
very good thing as far as it goes, but it 
does not go far enough.

“I am 
worth $10,000," says A, ‘‘and I will se- 
cure you in government bonds enough of 
which I hold to cover my loan.’’ ‘‘Cer- 


tainly,’ replies the banker. ‘‘Here is

| your money,”’ and Mr, A leaves happy 


and satisfied. ; 

Mr. B also wants a loan, and like Mr. 
A he goes to a bank with the request 
to be accommodated with $5,000. ‘*What 
security can you give?’ asks the bank. 

“TJ am worth $50,000,’’ replies Mr. B, 
$ta)] in land. I can put it on the mar- 
ket at any time and get that for it, but 
I do not care to sacrifice it. I only 
want $5,000 now, and will put my land 
up as security.”’ 

‘“‘T am sorry,’’ replies the banker, ‘‘but 
Wwe cannot accommodate you. The gov- 
ernment does not allow us to do so. If 
you had your money in bonds or securi- 
ties we would be happy to make you a 
loan, but we cannot do anything on land,”’ 

Thus Mr. B leaves the bank, wonder- 
ing why it is that Mr. A, worth not half 
as much as he, can borrow from the 
government, while he has no chance what- 
ever. # 

Referring to this unjust discrimination 
against real estate, ‘‘A Banker’’ writes 
us that it is not peculiar to national 
banks. ‘‘You will find,’’ he says in his 
brief note, “‘that no bank will take the 
responsibility of lending money on real 
estate.’’ This is precisely the trouble; it 
is just the condition we are protesting 
against. The outlawing of land by those 
who organized the national banking sys- 
tem has been far-reaching in its effects, 
and has extended to all banking institu- 
tions. 

It was inevitable that the example of 
the government should have this result; 
and yet, it is fair to say that this re- 
sult was not intended by Mr. Chase and 
those who assisted him in elaborating the 
national banking system. The inhibition 
Was injected into the law at a time when 
values of all kinds were fluctuating and 
coubtful—especially land values, which 
are peculiarly sensitive in their response 
to such periods of depression as accom- 
pany a civil war; and it was to meet 
this abnormal condition that the banks 
were prohibited from lending money on 
real estate. When land is outlawed in 
the government banks, by congressional 
enactment, it follows that it will. be out- 
Jawed in all other banking institutions. 

The point that ‘‘A Banker’? makes is 


.mot the one he intended to make, but it 


fs a very good one for all that. If land 
were not outlawed in the banks estab- 
lished by the government it would not 
be outlawed in the other banking insti- 
tutions of thecountry, for land is the 
basis of all property, and on its products 
depends the prosperity of the people. 
‘When the government outlaws it in bus- 
iness circles it commits an outrage on the 
public. 


Windom in Wall Street. 

A correspondent, apparently overcome by 
curiosity, writes to inquire how it is that the 
purchase of bonds by the treasury and the 
prepayment of interest is calculated to re- 
lieve the money market in Wall street. We 
are of the opinion that our correspondent 
will have to knock at a good many doors 
before he gets a reasonable explanation. 

As a matter of fact there is no reasonable 
relation between the buying of bonds and 
the prepayment of interest, and the pressure 
of the money market in New York. Ever 
since the war the financial department of 
government has been managed in the inter- 
est of the Wall street gamblers. On a cer- 
tain Black Friday—a most memorable day— 
the entire administration became involved in 
4# most extraordinary attempt to overthrow 
the prosperity of the people in order that a 
few thieves and knayes might coin millions 
out of the crisis. Before that time and since 
the relations between the treasury depart- 
ment and the Wall street gamblers have been 
more than intimate, and this intimacy was 
Mever more complete than at present.

The president’ was stationed at the new 
capital which he has established in the sub- 
urbs of Philadelphia, and Mr. Windom was 
dancing around in Wall street. A great cor- 
respondence was carried on—as the news 
telegrams tersely put it, the wires between 
the president, in the new capital, and Win- 
dom, in the turmoil of Wall street, 
the wires hot,’’ and at last it was concluded 
that something must be done to relieve the 
pressure, and the device was worthy of the 
great philosopher, J. N. 

There was no particular demonstration on 
the part of the bondholders for money. The 
pressure was not on their pockets; the strin- 
gency probably affected them less than it 
did any other class of citizens. Nevertheless, 
the republican administration concluded to 
rush to their rescue. So it was given out 
that bonds would be bought at a premium, 
and that a year’s interest would be prepaid. 
This alleged remedy has been in operation 
several days, but it does not seem to work. 
The stringency of the money market still 
continues. The bondholders are not rush- 
ing forward with their bonds as rapidly as 
had been expected. The treasurer’s scheme 
has not touched even a symptom of the trou- 
ble. There has been no relief.and there 
will be none. 

The whole trouble will eventually fall on 
the agricultural producers of the south and 
west. It issaid, and with reason,that one of 
the causes of the stringency in New York is 
the demand for money to move the crops,and 
yet there will be a still greater demand, for 
the bulk of the cotton crop is still to be 
moved and marketed. Under the circum- 
stances it is reasonable to suppose that the 
high prices paid for money in Wall street 
will stop the outflow to the agricultural 
regions and turn it in the other direction. 
This must be the natural result if the strin- 
gency continues. 

If the farmers should be embarrassed, what 
would the obliging administration do about 
it? They have no bonds to be redeemed, 
and they have no foreign goods in bond. 
How could Mr. Harrison, of the suburbs of 
Philadelphia, and Mr. Windom, of Wall 
street, relieve the embarrassment of the 
agriculturist? 


A Needed Reform. 

There are many men who render them- 
selves amenable to the iaw which condemns 
to the stockade those who are arrested three 
times for drunkenness. 

While it is, of course, necessary in these 
cases to enforce the law, it cannot be doubted 
that the law itself brings privation and suf- 
fering to many who are innocent. 

This statement may startle some of our 
law-abiding citizens, but it need not do so. 

We believe that the men who have made 
the laws now governing municipal offenses 
were actuated by a sincere desire to reform 
certain abuses which had existed from time 
immemorial; but the fact remainsthat when 
a mechanic is sent up to the stockade, his 
family, if he has a family, must suffer the 
consequences. 

We want to suggest a remedy here: Set- 
ting aside the third law rule in regard to 
drunkenness, and branching out to the 
graver catalogue of crimos, supposa a man 
commits a crime against the state—a trivial 
crime, for instance. Well, he is tried, con- 
victed, and may be sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for ten years. This man may have 
a family; he may be the father of two or 
three beautiful girls, or, perhaps, a half 
dozen boys. 

All right. He goes to the penitentiary, 
and during the period of his incarceration 
his family suffers. 

If the state condemns a man to serve a 
certain time in the penitentiary, why should 
the state seek to make a profit on him? He 
has violated the law, it is true, and all that 
the law should require of him is a service 
commensurate with his crime. While this 
man is in durance his family may be suffer- 
ing. If from his labor the state derives a 
revenue; why should it not devote at least 
one-half of that revenne to the support of 
the suffering wife and children of the man 
who is incarcerated? 

It can scarcely encourage crime to suggest 
that the families of the men who commit it 
should not be made to suffer for the conse- 
quences of one erring member. There are 
paupers enough in this world, God knows; 
and why should the sins of the fathers be 
visited so rigidly upon the heads of the 
children? ° 

The state should not condemn a man to 
servitude in order to make a profit on his 
labor. 
pr_fit. 

One-half the men who go to the stockades 
and the penitentiaries are city builders, If 
they slay or murder they should pay the 
penalty. But what of their families? Why 
should the state seek to enrich her treasury 
at the expense of the tears of women and 
the hungry appeals of worse than fatherless 
children? 


The Waterworks Question. 

The city council of Atlanta should take 
hold of the waterworks question in a busi- 
ness-like way; determine what is necessary 
to be done, find out what the city has the 
means to do, and, do it or let the question 
alone. The policy of loading and loading 
all the time without shooting, will burst the 
best gun in existence. 

The question, while it is nota simple one, 
is easily settled. 

1, There is nouse to contemplate any 
change that involves an expenditure of 
more than five or six hundred thousand 
dollars, because under the constitution of 
our state we cannot legally increase our in- 
debtedness beyond that sum, and if every 
voter favored a larger issue the bonds would 
be unsalable, because unconstitutional. 

2. There is no sense in making a change 
unless the city isto be permanently ben- 
efited. 

Now, with these two facts before us the 
city is certainly wasting money in making a 
survey of asource of supply from sixty to 
eighty miles from the city. No responsible 
party will undertake to bring a supply such 
as Atlanta needs now, and will need in ad- 
dition, that distance for three times the 
amount of our limit. Then, again, we are 
told that we can geta supily from one of 
the prongs of Peachtree—not much, if any, 
larger than the stream that now supplies our 
present pond, r :

Atlanta’s Opportunity. 

On tomorrow the business men of At- 
lanta will have such an opportunity as 
they have never had before. 

The gentlemen who come here at the 
instance of Mr. E. C. Machen propose 
to build an air-line from here to the 
coast, tapping in all probability the ports 
of both Port Royal and Savannah. By 
the representations of Mr. Machen’ their 
interest has been enlisted in the _ enter- 
prise, and at his invitation they come 
to verify the statements he has made 
concerning the territory and the _ possi- 
bilities of the road. Their business in 
Atlanta is to see what patronage they 
may expect from this city. 

They ask this question on the basis 
of a road sixty-two miles shorter than 
any existing line and built at the low 
cost of $12,000 a mile. With business 
conducted as they can conduct it with 
such an equipment, the business men of 
Atlanta have but one answer to make 
to such a proposition. Their disposition 
is shown by the interviews printed in 
this issue. 

In this connection a word about Mr. 
Machen is not out of place. To the 
people of Georgia he is known princi- 
pally by the roads he has built in Geor- 
gia, but his experience covers the con- 
struction of various roads in different 
parts of the United States and he has 
astonished the business men of Atlanta 
by the extent and accuracy of the in- 
formation he has brought to the build- 
ing of this road. He has made it .@ 
study for five years and has the mastery 
of details which are little less than 
encyclopedic. He has not left a gap 
down at any point and his preparations 
include arrangements for terminal facili- 
ties at both ports and permission from 
the government to bridge the Savannah 
river. His plans are built up and forti- 
fied all the way through and his esti- 
mates for the cost of the road are based 
on surveys which were made during the 
past nine months at an expense of thou- 
sands of dollars. His estimates on the 


business of the line are based on official 
statistics of the state and United States 


governments, and these are further forti- 
fied by the examinations of capable ex- 
perts. In a word, Mr. Machen brings his 
eastern friends here upon representations 
based upon solid fact and presented in a 
shape that business men can appreciate.

DO WE OWN OUR PROPERTY? 


The Scribner’s Magazine is printing a valu- 
able series of papers on the rights of the citi- 
zen, and this month it hasan article of unusual 
interest on the rights of the citizen to his own 
property. 

The discussion, with reference to some re- 
cent decisions of the supreme court of the 
United States, leaves ita question of doubt 
whether we really own our  prop- 
erty. The constant encroachments of 
public use and public welfare 
upon private rights leaves less and less for 
the individual to call his own. 

The taxing power of the state, when dele- 
gated to municipal corporations, has some- 
times been used ina burdensome and op- 
pressive manner. People of small means 
who happen -to own property in a popular 
thoroughfare are sometimes improved out of 
house and home. Expenditures for paving, 
and belgian blocks make a heavier burden than 
can be borne by people of small means who 
have a home on such streets and nothing 
more. They are forced to sell to pay for such 
improvements put on the street, and the home 
which has been dear to them must be given 
up. Thusitis that the poor are driven out 
before the advance of the wealthy, and de- 
prived of their homes at the instance of the 
prosperous, under the forms of law. 

‘Thus the citizen must consider his property 
at all times as for sale to the city,’’ says Mr. 
Norten in his article, ‘if needed for streets or 
public grounds or buildings; to a railroad 
company if required forits purposes, or to 
such other of the several public corporations, 
permitted by the state to exercise the right of 
eminent domain, as may find it necessary or 
convenient; and at a price, tobe fixed bya 
jury or commission, which is limited to the 
actual market value of the property in 
cash; and in case of the interruption or 
destruction of his business, he may be 
awarded compensation for injuries resulting 
directly from the condemnation, but not for 
others perhaps quite as real and serious, but 
not clearly demonstrable under the rules of 


evidence. 

“Or, if his property be applied to any use, or 
occupied in any manner, declared by the legis- 
lature or the courts to be prejudicial to the 

ublic welfare, the ‘nuisance’ so created may 

e abated by summary means and without 
compensation, even though itinvolve the de- 
struction of buildings or render the property 
practically worthless by prohibition of the only 
use to which it is adapted. 

“This ‘police power’ of the state, as 
it is termed, is one of vast scope, andits lim- 
itations may not be readily detined. Indeed, 
certain recent opinions, emanating from 
courts of high authority, seem to warrant the 
defini ion of this power as the general au- 
thority of the Ic ature TO supervise aud con- 
trol all business transacted within the state to 
such an extent asit may deem expedient for 
the public good. 

"In 1871 the legislature of Illinois defined 
and classified public warehouses, and fixed a 
maximum rate to bé charged for storage of 
grain. Certain privaté citizens of Chicago, 
whe had erected extensive elevator buildings 
and were engaged as copartners in carrying on 
the business of @eceiving and storing grain 
therein at the time of the enactment in ques- 
tion, failed, to take out a license under the 
new law, or to comply withits provisions re- 
lating to rates of storage, and were prosecuted. 
In that case the court concluded from the 
facts of record, thatthe proprietors of eleva- 
tors in Chicago eajores a ‘virtual monopoly’ 
ofa business which was of general interest 
and public character, and statedthe law as 
applicable to the case in these words: ‘Prop- 
erty does become clothed with a public inter- 
est when used in a manner to make it of 
public consequence, and affect the community 
at large. When, therefore, one devotes his 

roperty to a use in which the public has an 
nterest, he, in effect, grants to the public an 
interest in that use,and must submit to be 
controlled by the public for the common good, 
to the extentof the interest he has thus cre- 
ated. 

~“This language has _ been’ -severely 
criticised by lawyers and judges, and by none 
more severely than by the dissenting members 
of the supreme court. Mr. Justice Field says, 
in the same case: ‘If this be sound law, if 
there he no protection either in the principles 
upon which our republican government is 
founded, or in the prohibitions of the constitu- 
tion against such invasion of private rights, 
all poh and all businessin the state are 
held at the mercy of a majority of its legisla- 
ture. The public hasno greater interest in 
the use of buildings for the storage of grain 
than it has in the use of buildings for 
the residences of families, nor, indeed, any- 
thing like so great an interest; and according 
to the doctrine announced, the legislature ma 
fix the rent of all tenements used for resi- 
dences, without reference to the cost of their 
erection. If theowner does not like the rates 
prescribed he may cease renting his houses.’ 

“The president of a well known railway 
erg recently published an article advo- 
cating the purchase and operation of railroads 
bythe government. It was regarded by many 
a8 @ grim jest; butinasmuch as the govern- 
mént has already assumed so largely the con- 
6f their operation, the proposition of the 
Kholders, that the public should assume 
also the risk and expense of operating them, 
is not so obvious a joke as to pass without 
challenge. . 

3‘It should be observed, however, that the 
inconsistencies and excesses of the pub- 
lic, in its treatment of this subject, 
do not necessarily condemn the 
whole procedure. The old doctrine of th» 
vested rights and sacred charters of corpora- 
tions was founded on error, and came to be 
recognized as dangerous to integests far more 
important than the gains of stockholders. It 
was time for government to realize that it 
had no right to abdicate its trust—that it had 
no power to grant irrevocable privileges, as 

the general welfare of the people. At 
present this newly awakened solicitude for the 
public weal seems likely to us beyond 
the bounds of temperate action ; but it cannot be 
that we, as a people, shall long ignore the folly 
of pital en on an hygwrmee 
ca , Dy pet ctions and un is- 
criminations. We shall soon cease eed 
corporations as the natural foes f good govern- 
ment. Wemayeven come to the pre- 
vailing hostility to these agents ernment 
as an oblique menace to the state (cislt—-coue- 
cially when expressed by combinations formed 
and main at the expense of the public.”’

That would be unjust, but this road 
would certainly have facilities to get business.

Bates, KINGSRERY & -Co—We are 
heartily in favor of this new road and think it 
will bea big thing for Atlanta.

If inducements are 
offered by this line in freight, Atlanta 
merchants will take advantage of it.

The Rome and Decatur. 

Rome, Ga., September 16.—[Specia].]—Th 
news thatthe Rome and Decatur is to be 
finished at once by the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia Railroad Company, is a 
bright piece of news for Rome. It will shorten 
the distance to the west by ninety miles. 
The Rome and Decatur now runs from Rome 
to Attalla, a distance of sixty miles. 

The distance from Attalla to Decatur is 
eighty-five miles, and this is what is proposed 
to be completed. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
has a majority of the stock of the Memphis 
and Charleston and has it under control. The 
Memphis and Charleston runs from Chatta- 
nooga via Decatur to Memphis. When the 
Rome and Decatur is completed it will be run 
inconnection with the Memphis and Charles- 
ton, thus giving Rome a much nearer line to 
the west. 

A trainis run daily over the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia from Atlanta 
to Attalla, and the road will be a direct 
advantage, also, for Atlanta. 

Colonel R. T. Armstrong, a railroad builder, 
says that ‘the completion of the Rome and 
Decatur means a great deal for Rome.”

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Mk. MACHEN TELLS HOW IT WILL 
BE BUILT. 


He Outlines New and Bold Ideas on the 
Conduct of Railroads—A Striking 
Interview. 

Here Mr. E. C. Machen tells how he pro- 
poses to build the road from Atlanta to 
the sea. A good deal has been said about 

it; now he speaks for himself. 

Mr. Machen was found in the Kim- 
ball house and told that the Atlanta peo- 
ple were enthusiastic about his road on 
general principles, but they wanted to know 
more about the details. He had been, slow 
to talk at first, but when it was put to 
him in this way he. talked freely. His in- 
terview is in language that is characteris- 
tically vigorous. 


“There was a conviction in my mind,” said 
Mr. Machen, ‘‘that this country was growing 
so rapidly that the line was imperatively de- 
manded by the increase of business on the one 
hand andthe certainty on the other that a 
great city growing at the rate of Atlanta, with 
live, sagacious, active, tireless merchants, 
would not leave themselves dependent solely 
upon one system of roads to get to the sea. 

‘Statistics show that the great staple crop of 
this country seeks the shortest route to tide 
water. Atlanta is too great to be without the 
shortest possible line that can be built, and if 
it were not built this year, it would certainly 
come in the very near future from necessity. 
The reasons why it will be sustained are a 
matter of interest to the people of Atlanta, for 
it not only opens up a new territory to them, 
but the economical theory upon which it is 
being built will enable the owners 
to give the public good service and rates in 
proportion to its cheapness of cost. 

Blazing Out a New Path. 


“Since the war liquidation in almost every-— 


thing has taken place. The cost of material 
has been reduced and engineering science has 
progressed until today a railroad can be built 
at so much less than heretofore that the people 
who are interested in this enterprise believe 
that, combined with this present-day 
cheap building, the shortness of the 
line and the wealth of the  coun- 
try through which the road _ will 
run will make it profitable, even if the road 
is forced to do business at one-half the present 
cost of transportation in Georgia. 

‘It is proposed to build this railroad at the 
very lowest possible cash cost, so there will be 
no water to be squeezed out of it. Water has 
been squeezed out of the price of cotton, coffee, 
sugar, calico and almost everything else 
but railroad stocks and bonds, and it is 
almost universally believed in Georgia 
that the public is paying too much for trans- 
portation, and that the time has come when, 
if we didn’t build this road, somebody else 
would. 

“The time has come when transportation 
rates will be fixed upon the basis of the actual 
cost of railroads,and not upon a fictitious valua- 
tion. This road is going to be built with the be- 
lief that it is better to have the public working 
with it than abusing it. If there is envugh 
ability in the management to keep 
itin harmony with the public that will be done. 

‘People talk about taking the tariff off 
this, that and the other thing, but it seems 
that no one has told them how to take the 
tariff off transportation, which is the greatest 


unoolrod preblom of tho axu, 
the public is crying for, andifthisis not the 
way to doit, Iam mistakenin my premises.” 

‘‘Many of our people believe Port Royal is 
the coming harbor of the south. What have 
you to say on that subject ?”’ 

‘If anybody is wedded to that notion and 
will take the trouble to examine the 
map showing our line, he will see 
that there never can be a shorter line built be- 
tween this city and Port Royal than a contin- 
uation of our line for about thirty miles will 
make; and I want to say to you furthermore, 
that if any man wants to go to Charleston this 
line will put him there on the same identica] 
mileage as if he went over the Georgia and 
South Carolina railroads. 

‘*Theré has been an idea abroad that Georgia 
had all the railroads she either needed

that is absolutely necessary which is. yet 


unbuilt. I have also assured them that they 
will meet the cordial sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of these people to an extent that they do 
not believe, and will not believe, until they 
meet them ; that the time is ripe for the build- 
ing of this road, and that it has become a pub- 
lic necessity. And I want tosay to you here 
what I have said to them: that if they don’t 
pee ig Atlanta will. Nobody has 

m asked for money in Atlanta 
to aid in this enterprise. The gentlemen are

quarters gentlemen have come to me and said: 
‘Machen, we desire to join you not only with 
our sympathy, but with dir money.’ One of 
the most sagacious and successful business 
menin Atlanta told me today that he was 
ready, ifit was agreeable and desired, to put 
$100,000 along with these gentlemen who are 
coming. A combination of circumstances not

NEWS OF SOCIETY. 
ATLANTA PEOPLE WHO HAVE BEEN 
AT ASHEVILLE. 


One of Them Writes an Interesting Letter 
About the Popular Resort—Georgians 
There—Peoints About People. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., September 16.—[{Special.}— 
There are quitea number of Georgians now here, 
and many have come and gone, after spending a 
good part of the summer at the different houses of 
this beautiful piace. 

Some of the most prominent people from your 
state, who have visited Asheville and the Battery 
Park hétel, are Mrs. Mims, of Atlanta; Captain 
and Mrs. Robert Lowry, Mrs. Walter Taylor, of 
Atlanta; Colonel and Mrs. Cumming and Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry King, of Augusta; Mr., Wri. and 
Miss Braneh, of Augusta, and Miss Harwood, of 
Atlanta. 

Most of these people are here now, and the 
autumn is the most delighttul time of the jer to 
be at Asheville. 

The Georgia people have been prominent at all 
entertainments and the entertainments are ntu- 
merous and often. : 

Mr. George Vanderbilt's purchase and exten- 
sive preparations for a palatial home have drawn 
the attention of a great many eastern men to this 
locality. Mr. Vanderbilt has within a few 
weeks extended his purchases { about 
$150,000. His tract of land amounts’ to 
about 6,000 ~° acres, extending several 
miles along the French Broad and Swannanoa riv- 
ers, taking in many beautiful farms and villas. 
He has let the contract for constructing the foun- 
dations of his house to Captain F. M. Weeks, of 
New York, up to the first floor. 

Iam reliably in‘’o-med that the amount for the 
foundation alone is $490,000. The house in all 
probability will net be finished under five years, 
and will cost near $3,000,000 when completed. It 
will probably be the finest private dwelling on this 
continent. 

Asheville owes its first and greatest impulse to 
the building of the Battery Park hotel by Colonel 
Frank Coxe four years ago. At that time there 
were two small hotels in the place and they were 
ample, with the aid of atew boarding houses, to 
accommodate the people who came to Asheville 
for the summer—for at that time it was unknown 
asa winter resort. Now,itisthe coming winter 
watering place of the south. Where is there such 
another? The Battery Park hotel has been en- 
larged three times, and 18 now one of the most 
beautiful hotels in the country. For the first two 
years it lost money right along, but continued to 
advertise and to give first-class accommodation to 
all who came, notwithstanding the facet that 
it was constait!y losing money for the proprietor. 
The manager, Colonel J. B. Steele, is still incharge 
of the house and keeps it up to a first-class stand- 
ing alithe time. For the last two years the hotel 
has been a great success financially. From the Ist 
of July, 1888, till the 1s: of July, 1890; it has made 
$51,000 clear above all expenses. Colonel Steele 
turned away more than 2,000 people during last 
winter. Among those who came and could not be 
accommodated were the wife and son of the pres- 
ident of the United States. They wished to stay, 
but Manager Steele said: 

‘Madame, I hope you will accept the hospitality 
of the Battery Park for lunch, but the hotel is full 
and I can nvt put one of my guests out, for they 
are the best people in the land.” 

He lunched the party royally, but they could not 
get in. 3 

Colonel Coxe is now beautifying the hotel and 
grounds to the amount of almost $100,000, having 
just added forty new roonm. The electric railroad 
will be finished to the doer of the hotel next week, 
and by the 15th of September the -cars will beat 
the door. There are two new hotels projected on 
paper to be built at Asheville during -the coming 
year. They are said to be magnificent in design. 
Three large first-class hotels will not be sufficient 
to take care of the thousands of people who will 
come to this delightful place for health and 
pleasure. 

I have traveled in many of the countriés of the 
world. I have enjoyea the snow-clad heights of 
Switzerland in July; I have basked under the 
sunny skies of Italy; I have Sailed along the 
goklien shores of the Mediterranean in December, 
and I have gazed over the Russian plains from 
the heights of the Caucasus; but upon a more 
entrancing spot than that upon which sits the 
Battery Park, like a bird of beauty, my eye has 
never rested. Its elevation above the sea is 2,600 
feet. The city and its environs lie along the 
French Broad and Swannanoarivers. The country 
all around the bity abeunds in numerons springs 
of excellent watem It has fine roads, ahd is rich 
in scenes of surpassing loveliness; but, after all, 
the people make the place, and the society of 
Asheville is excetient. The.receptions are some- 
thing wonderful in beauty, magnificence and 
luxury. 

One of the most notable entertainments was } 
given by the Leautiful Mrs. Connelly last Friday 
evening at her charming home, Fernihurst, which 
is distinguished for being the finest view about 
Asheville. I shall never forget the wonderful 
scene that burst suddenly upon me as I entered 
the grounds. We drove 6yer from the Battery 
Park hotel with two of Gedrgta’s niost accom- 
plished and lovely women, Mrs. Livingston Mims 
and Mrs. Daniel, arriving at Fernihurst about 7 
o’clock. The Chinese lanterns, tapers and magie 
lanterns were just being lighted. In less than ten 
minutes the entire grounds were brilliantly lit up, 
and a thousand jets of brilliant.hues were playing 
over the scene, creating an effect the most weird 
and beautiful that has ever filled my eye. 

While i stood entranced a band froma nefghbor- 
ing marquee filled the air with strains of sweetest 
music, shut out from -wiew by the foliage, but 
shedding in all directiens sounds so sweet and 
soft ds almost to daze the mmd. 

Mrs. Connelly moved with queenly grace 
through the crowd, lavishing her sweet smiles of 
welcome toall, and rendering every one happy. 
How &plendidly she fills the role of a perfect 
hostess, attired in a Parisian gown of perfect 
taste and fit. She is tlie most popular of the 
many society women of Asheville. Her home is 
the most attractive in this vicinity. 

The Hon. Mr. and Mrs. Curry were guests at this 
entertaiment. Mr. Curry, it will be remembered, 
was the popular minister to Spain in the Cleveland 
administration. 

Mrs. Connelly was gracefully” assisted during 
the evening by herthree handsome sisters—Mrs 
Curry, Mrs. Carlisle and Mrs. Pearson—all beauti- 
ful women, and splendid representatives of that 
peculiar southern womanhood of which we are so 
justly proud. 

Colonel Coxe and his taliyho parties have been a 
great attraction during the summer. They have 
stopped now, however, fur the colonel and his 
family are in deep sorrow over the death of the 
senior Mrs. Coxe, the mother cf the colonel, who 
was one of the most gifted and distinguished 
ladies of her time. 

The hotel 1s enjoying quite a sensation over the 
arrival, a few days ago, of two very distinguished 
ladies—Miss Mildred Lee, the youngest daughter 
of General Robert E. Lee,and Mrs. I. L. More- 
head, of North Carolina, both well and popularly 
known to the whole country as two of the most at- 
tractive women of Ame1ican society. They will 
remain at the hotel for perhaps a month, and then 
they will probably go to Green river as the guests 
of Colonel and Mrs, Coxe, for a few days, at the 
plantation of Colonel Coxe. They will travel 
through the country by private conveyance, to 
enjoy the splendid mountain scenery along the

SIGNAL SYSTEM ADOPTED. 


Gamewell Company, of New York, 
Given the Contract. 


The board of police commissioners has 
adopted the Gamewell police signal system. 

A special meeting of the board was held 
vesterday afternoon, when the merits of the 
different systems that have been on exhibition 
were discussed. 

The three systems that have been in com- 
petition for the Atlanta contract were the 
Gamewell Company, of New York; the Muni- 
cipal, of Boston, and the Gaynor, of Louis- 
ville. 

Each has had its agent here, and the work- 
ings of the three systems have been fully 
shown up and explained. 

After all this the Gamewell Company was 
awarded the contract for the police signal sys- 
tens.

PREPARATIONS BEING MADE FOR 
ITS MEETING IN ATLANTA. 


The Master for Georgia, Mr. T. H. Kim- 
brough, Talks About the Order, and 
the November Convention. 


Mr. T. H. Kimbrough, master of the grange 
for the state of Georgia, was in the city last 
week arranging for the convention of the na- 
tional grange. 

The national grange will meet in Atlanta 
beginning cn November 12th. The session 
will last probably eight days. With the ex- 
ception of the first day’s exercises the meet- 
ings of the body will be held with closed doors. 

The opening exercises will consist of an ad- 
dress of welcome by Mayor Glenn on behalf of 
the city; an address of welcome by then Gov- 
ernor Northen; an address by General Gordon 
on behalf of the south, and an address on be- 
half of the state grange by Mr. Kimbrough. 

These will be followed by responses from 
prominent members of the order from 
different sections of the country. 

‘How many states will be represented?” I 
asked Mr. Kimbrough. 

“We will have delegates from thirty-five 
states. Our basis of representation gives, on 
an average, twoand ahalf delegates to each 
State, 80 we will probably have ninety delegetes 
in all; but, in addition to these, there wiil be 
present a large numbor of visitors, at least 
four or five hundred ?” 

“What is the condition of the grange?” 

“It has gone ahead during the past year 
and the outlook is for a still greater increase. 
There were organized during the past twelve 
months, in round numbers, 400 subordinate 
granges, and, during the same time, about 400 
subordinate granges were reorganized, The 
increase in membership is, I suppose, -about 
50,000.”’ 

‘“‘And in Georgia?” 

“In Georgia our increase has been about 10 
percent. The order, as you know, is not 
nearly as large in the south as it was once, but 
in the east, especially, and in Texas,‘it is very 
Strong. The four strongest states are New 
York, Maine, Pennsylvania and Texas.” 

‘Is there any contlict between the grange 
and the alliance?” 

“‘None whatever. The principles of the 
two orders, as nearly as I can tell, are just 
about the same. Members of the grange are, 
in Many instances, members of the alliance. 
Just now, however, the alliance seems to be 
on top in the south.’’ 

“*Any possibility of consolidation?” 

**T don’t know, I am sure.” 

It is not at all unlikely, however, that some 
attemptat consolidation will be made.

yHE SENATE AGREES TO THE CON- 
FERENCE REPORT. 
On the Railroad Land Forfeiture, Bill—Sen- 
ator Margan Denounces the Bill as a 
Sham, Rte. - ~ 


Wasninaton, September 16.—The house 
Fill to provide for the holding of regular terms 
of the circuit and districts courts of the western 
district of Virginia was taken from the calen- 
dar in the senate and passed, with amend- 
ments. 

The senate then devoted one hour ® bills on 
the calendar unobjected to. 

The first bill on the calendar was the senate 
pill authorizing the librarian of congress to 

urechase, at not exceeding $30,000, the Towa- 
send library of national, state and individual 
records concerning the origin, progress and 

“gousequences of the tate civil war. his bill 
occupied the entire hour and was then passed. 
Yeas, 27; nays, 17. F 

The senate bill appropriating $10,000 for th 
jipprovement of the read to the national cem- 
etery, near Pensacola, Fia., was also passed. 

The conference report on the railroad tand 
forfeiture bill was resumed, and Mr. Morgan 
continued his argument againstit. It would 
forfeit lands on a little line from Gadsden, 
Ala:, up towards Chattanooga, the company 
for construction of which had never been even 
organized, and for which a claim had never 
been made. Nobody had ever disputed that 
those lands belonged to the government. 
What else did the g@vernment get under the 
pending bill? Nothing whatever, except 

jlands for 225 miles of a line between Wallula 
and Portiand. And yet the bill was calleda 
Jand grant forfeiture bill. It was a mere sham 
and pretense—nothing but a mere political 
performance invented to get up the idea that 
congress was forfeiting railroad land grants, 
while the whole of the provisions of the bill 
were to confirm the title of great railway com- 
panics to their lands. 

Me. Morgan related an incident connected 
with arailroad grantin Alabama, wherein a 
land oftice ofticial in that state came to Wash- 
ington and, finding that patents for agrant had 
been signed at the land office, went to the rail- 
road comnany and offered to get their lands 
patented for a commission of 10 per cent. The 
offer had been accepted and this man had re- 
ceived 76,000 acres. The pending bill would 
confirm that fraud. Thatwas why he opposed 
it. Any senator who wanted to sustain that 
frand might vote for the bill. That was all 
that he wanted to say, and with that he closed 
his speech. 

The conference report was agreed to. 
$0; nays, 135—a strict party vote. 

The house anti-lottery bill was then taRen 
from the calendar and was passed without a 
word of discussion, and the senate took up the 
house bill torepeal the timber culture laws, Mr. 
Piumb, who reported the bill back from the 
committee on public lands, moved an aménd- 
ment in the nature of a substitute. This sub- 
stitute was itself amended atthe suggestion of 
several senators, and was then passed and a 
conference asked with the hous@ en disa- 
greeing votes, and Messrs. Plumb, Pettigrew, 
and Walthall were appointed conferees on the 
part of the senate. 

The senate then took up from the calendar 
the senate bill to establish a United States 
land court and to provide for the settlement of 
private land claims in certain states and ter- 
ritories. 

The bill having been read, was laid aside 
until tomorrow, and the senate at 4:45 o’clock 
adjourned.

The Mysterious Guest Puts an End to His

A melodrama rarely appeals to the in- 
telligence; in its development it often outrages 
common sense, and in its character it offends good 
taste, but, at the same time, it excites the imagi- 
nation, and in a measure sways the senses. In 
“Jim, the Penman,” there is just enough of 
the melodramatic to act as a_ stimulant 
to the imagination, and not enough 
to produce mental  pausea, In the 
scenes of the play, there is throughout genteel, 
natural comedy. Eveninthe more serious inci- 
dents there is no departure from the ordinary con- 
dition of things. The characters are all natural, 
they are studies—keen and true. The language is 
appropriate, and, as used by one or the other, of 
distinctive quality.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 16.—Thé stock market 
was less active today and its temper was more 
mixed than it has been for many days, but there 
_avas on the whole a materially better feeling, es- 
pecially during the forenoon, than at any time 
during the past week. The general impression 
was that money would be easier after today, but 
that there would be an active money market 
throughout the fall, or until funds, which are now 
engaged in moving crops;shall have found their 
way back to this center. There was, therefore, a 
renewal of the hesitating character which was 60 
prominent rome time ago in the market, and while 
there was some investment luying and s80me cov- 
ering of shorts, especially in the early portion of 
the dav. there was no large demand for stocks, 
~ and later the bears again became aggressive, with 
the result of the loss of the early advance in most 
of the list. The bears were inclined to make the 
most of the announcement of the secretary of the 
treasury that beyond the present offers now pend- 
ing he could do little more to relieve the strin- 
gency, and undoubtedly that consideration did 
much to preyent buying for long account, as the 
operators will not purchase upon a large scale 
until permanent easy money is assured. At the 
Same time almost every ohe of us is of opinion 
that the worst is now over and that premiums for 
the use of money are not likely to be seen again 
this year, even although comparatively high rates 
for money are likely to be the rule in the future. 
The bears, therefore, were inclined to be more 
cautious in putting out short lines, and consider- 
able covering was done early inthe day. London 
came higher this morning,and this market followed 
with advances in the first sales of from %4 to % 
per cent over last night's final figures, and whil 
the market remained feverish and unsettled during 
the forenoon, owing to further efforts of the bears 
to bring about declines in Villards, Grangers and 
Chicago Gas. there was a firm tone in the main, 
which resulted in fractional advances by noon. A 
few stocks, among which may be mentioned Big 
Four, Chicago Gas and Northern Pacific preferred, 
made exceptional gains of overl per cent. The 
bears then took Lackawanna in hand and all their 
forces seemed concentrated on that one stock, and 
before 2 o’clock it had been rattled off 3 per cent 
on very large transactions. The general list sym- 
pathized to a limited extent in this decline, but a 
portion of the early gain was retained, and when 
the pressure was removed a sharp upward turn in 
the fast hour brought almost everything traded 
up to the best prices of the day, and the market 
closed quiet but firm and strong at the improve- 
ment. fhe listis almost invariably higher this 
evening, the only exception to the rule being 
Lackawanna. Sales aggregated 233,000 shares 
listed and 18,000 unlisted.
